STATEMENT BY THE RECTOR OF

“Dr. Jacobs tells me that he intends to 
withdraw his petition to be allowed to remove 
the bodies of General Oglethorpe and his wife 
to Atlanta. I should like it to be known that 
for many days past we have considered with 
sympathy every expression of opinion that has 
come to us, eithér in private letters or 
through the medium of the Press, resnecting 
the proposal to move the body of the General 
and his wife. 

We have learned from these that Dr. 
Jacobs’s project, however honourable and 
ideal it may. have been, and this, indeed, I 
have always believed it to be, is. in serious 
opposition to the prevaling tone of English 
sentiment. Dr. Jacobs has never wished 
throughout the whole proceedings to go 
against the expressed opinions of our race, 
and now that these are quite definitely formu- 
lated he bows without hesitation to our 
national sentiments. i 

“He will eo back to America in about a 
week's time without any feeling of resentment, 
content to leave the treasured body of his 
dead hero in safe keeping beneath the church 
at Cranham. The Oglethorpe vault will now 
be sealed. with the same care afid revérence 
with which it was onened, and will remain 
under the continued supervision of the 
Rector.

BERLIN, Monday. 

I understand that the new German Note to 
the Reparations Commission, which will be 
despatched in a day or two, will insist on the 
absolute necessity of a moratorium. Drastic 
measures of State economy will shortly be 
announced, including possibly the closing | 
down of some Government departments. 

It is expected that an inner Cabinet of three 
will then be constituted. At midnight last 
night the Cabinet announced their decision 
regarding the new currency. The scheme 
adopted agrees with ‘my forecast yesterday, 
with the difference that the participation of 
agriculture has been assured, although it 
would appear that this was not done without 
much difficulty. 

Agriculture, industry, trade, commerce, and

REMARKABLE DOCUMENTS. 


Remarkable documents bearing on the 
‘strike were read at last night’s session of the 
Ard Fheis of the Sinn Fein organisation in 
the Dablin Mansion House. . 

Miss Mary MacSwiney, who presided, read 
a letter from Mr. P. J. Ruttledge, the 
“Acting President, in which he declared 
that: The scandal of the prisons is to be 
ended. The issue is joined and the die cast. 
Having exaausted every means of 
protest to no avail. and seeing the treatment 
meted out to them grow daily more barbarous 
the prisoners have been forced to adopt the 
last dread course open to them, and are now 
on hunger-strike. This strike ends with re- 
lease or death.” | i 

The letter sets ont the pledge taken by the 
prisoners not to “ take food or drink anything 
extept water until I am unconditionally re- 
leased, and says that all of them face 
with unflinching determination the path of 
‘agony which the decision entails.” ' 

Mr. Ruttledge says that the people alone 
can avert, a tragedy, and that an effective 
and desirable means of making their voice 
heard and their will felt lies to hand if they 
pledge themselves to abstain from consump- 
tion of all intoxicating liquors until the 
prisoners are released unconditionally. 

The second document was from the O/C. 
Prisoners, Mountjoy,” containing statements 
about the treatment of the prisoners, and 
said that the hunger-strike had been decided 
upon under “incessant and desperate pro- 
vocation. Each of us to himself and to his 
comrades solemnly pledges himself to abstain 
from food until he is released. In taking 
this grave decision we, as citizens of Ireland, 
know that lovers of human liberty the worla 
over will understand and respect our 
motives. 

The third document was 4 message from 
Mr. Ruttledge to the prisoners. Freedom 
or the grave is your standard,” it says, In 
reaching either victory is yours. In reaching 
either you will once more unmistakably indi- 
cate alike to your enemies and to the nation 
and to the World that the spirit underlying 
your devotion to the cause of the freedom of 
your native land is the spirit of willing self- 
sacrifice.”” - 

The fourth document was a copy of an 
order of the day from Frank Aitken, ‘‘ Chief 
of Staff,“ addressed to all ranks. It stated 
that the prisoners in Mountjoy had gone cn 
hunger strike for unconditional release,and the 

risoners in other jails and camps would pro- 

ably do likewise. He called on all volun- 
teers to organise and discipline themselves and 
to organise the people around them to ensure 
that the sufferings and sacrifices of their 
dead comrades and the hunger-strikers should 
not have been in vain. —.

SOME OF THE NAMES.

OBJECT OF ABSTINENCE. 

Miss MacSwiney declared that it was up to 
those who were outside to do something that 
would ‘be of assistance to their organisation 
and the prisoners. She suggested that 
they would be doing something useful if they 
damaged the financial credit of the Govern- 
ment. By abstaining from alcoholic liquor, 
for instance, they would be hitting the Free 
State Exchequer directly. They should re- 
solve to do this, and stand by it—first, until 
they got the prisoners released; and, 
secondly, until the Republic was recognised 
by nations, 

The s ion was loudly applauded. 

Continuing, Miss Macswiney said that 
there might also be an abstinence. from 
tobacco, or, at least, a reduction in the 
quantity consumed.

The Chairman (Mr. mu

To-day the 
Postmaster-General is to make a further con- 
tribution to the symposium an announce- 
ment of accelerated work which the Post 
Office will put in hand this winter in ad- 
dition, it may be presumed, to the trunk 
telephone extensions and the development of 
the Post Office London Railway, on which 
together a million pounds are to be spent. 
The War Office and the Admiralty have also 
work which they will accelerate. In the near 
future we may expect either from the Prime 
Minister or from the Minister of Labour a 
more comprehensive survey of the pregramme 
of remedial measures, including the proposals 
which may finally emanate from the Imperial 
Conference. 

In the meantime the Minister of Labour has 
indicated the schemes directly and indirectly 
initiated by the Government to moderate un- 
employment, and has supplied an estimate of 
the capital. value of the work that will be 
available if full advantage is taken of the 
assistance proffered. According to these 
fignres, £50,000,000 of work will 10 provided, 
and Sir Montague Barlow is hopeful that a 
larg: proportion of. it will be put in hand 
immediately. It is certainly most desirable 
that no time should be lost in giving practical 
effect to such schemes as are approved. The 
winter is close at hand, and dark nights and 
despondency are apt to go together.

BELFAST EMPLOYERS’. 
ATTITUDE. 


Higher wages are impossible in the present 


In a message from Cologne yesterday, 
Tie Times Special Corr — ie pa 
I am able to state on excellent authority that 
at a meeting this afternoon of the Industrial- 
ists’ leaders, who have been ‘negotiating with 
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N the morning of March 18 the whole 
© Allied fleet advanced to the attack of 
the Narrows. 1 

The foundation of the whole plan was that 
the battleships would only fight and 
manewuvre in waters whi had been 
thoroughly swept and were known to be clear 
of mines. On March 7 the bombarding area 
had been found free and was, in fact, free 
from mines. Sweeping operations had been 
carried out almost every night up to 8,000 
ards from the Narrows, and a few sweéps 
ad been made along the Asiatic shore. Eren 
Keui Bay had not, however, been swept to 
any large extent. 

An experiment carried out by the Ark 
Royal had led to the belief that a seaplane 
or aeroplane flying above a minefield conid 
discern mines at 18ft. depth in the clear 
water below. We now know that the experi- 
ment of the Ark Royal was misleading. The 
seaplanes could not, in fact, locate the regular 
Turkish minefields, and what they saw and 
re were only mines exceptionally near 
the surface or submerged net buoys. But the 
operation of sweeping the areas from which 
the ships were to bombard, which-were fully 
under our control and not at all to be con- 
fused with the st ly guarded regular mine- 
fields, was the indispensable preliminary to 
any naval attack upon the forts. 


Too Few 
Mine-Sweepers. 


This, as we now know, was not achieved 
because the sweepers were inadequate both 
in numbers and efficiency, and this fact led 
directly to the losses in the attack of March 
18 and indirectly to the abandonment of the 
whole naval enterprise. 

For in the early and squally dawn of 
March 8, while the British night patrol of 
destroyers was withdrawing from the Straits, 
the little Turkish steamer Nousret had laid a 
new line of twenty mines in Eren Keni Bay 

rallel to the shore and moored about 100 to 
50 yards apart. These mines were intended 
to catch ships attempting to renew the 
bombardment from the positions in which 
they had worked on March 6 and 7. In fact, 
however, they played a recognisable part in 
the history of the Great War: 

Three of them were found and destroyed 
by the sweepers on March 16, but ás no more 
were encountered it was not realised that 
they were part of a line of mines. There the 
rest lay during the ten days before the attack, 
undetected and unsuspected. There they were 
now lying when in the brilliant sunshine of 
March 18 the tremendous armada assembled 
under Admiral de Robeck’s command ad- 
vanced majestically to. the execution of a 
momentous plan. | 

I passed the day of the 18th in the French 
trenches among the sand-dunes of the Belgian 
coast.

LORD HALDANE’S OPINION. 

Speaking in Edinburgh University last 
night on the subject af Theories of the 
Government,” Viscount Haldane said that 
there would come a time when changes would 
have to be made in the British Constitution. 
They had got over their difficulties about the 
Dominions in many cases. They had made 
the Privy Council Imperial, and they had an 
Imperial General Staff at the War Office. He 
should like to see the Navy and the Civil 
Service united in the same way. Then, he 
thought, the efficiency of the Government 
of the Empire would be substantially raised. 
So long as they worked together, so long as 
they were constantly — each other and 
developing those common ends and purposes, 
so long were they likely to hold together. 
The moment they tried to tie it all up in some 
Imperial Federation, from that moment the 
symptoms of peril would appear. For that 
reason it appeared to him that a written or 
rigid Constitution was wholly inappropriate 
to the Empire in which we lived.

During the proceedings the Postmaster- 
General stated that the Irish Government 
had decided that all American mails coming 
into the country, or mails leaving for 
America, must pe through Cobh. 

Now that the Mallow bri had been 
restored, they would do their to have 
the same rule apply to inward and outward 
bound passengers. In pre-war days the 
number of inward and outward passengers 
passing through Cobh each year was about 
60,000. At present they had an average of
